In view of diminishing the number of desertions in the Port of Calcutta, the Masters 
| and Agents of vessels are requested to observe the following procedure in cases in which 
they apply for a warrant, and the deserter ayoids arrest before the date of the vessel’s sailing. 
ee. should be made to the Magistrate to record the depositions of the witnesses 
under section 827 of the Criminal Code of Procedure in the absence of the accused, It 
_ often happens that, as soon as his vessel has left the port, the deserter appears at the Shipping 
| Office for relief as a distressed seaman or in search of employment, but escapes arrest, as 
_ there is no one to proceed with the prosecution. By observing the procedure above 

. ‘describéd, the Ship’s Agent can prosecute, and the depositions recorded by the Magistrate in 
| the absence of the accused can, under the section of the Criminal Code of Procedure above 
_ eited, be used as evidence on the trial of the accused, where it is not practicable to procure 
the attendance of the witnesses.

Mr. Douse’s letter was, in fact, addressed to a gentle- 
man who, having matriculated and passed the First B.A. Examination in England, was going 
out as a Missionary to India, and was anxious to ascertain if there was avy possibility of his 
completing his course and obtaining the degree in India. 


I neither agreed, as stated in Mr. Bolton’s letter No. 569 of correspofidence forwarded, 
nor have power to agree, to the holding of an examination in India. Persons enquiring 
whether they can take any one or more of the examinations of the University elsewhere than 
in the United Kingdom are invariably informed that applications for examinations in India 
or the colonies are received by the Senate only when made by the Government of the place 
which it is desired to make a centre of examination; and when such applications are 
forwarded and endorsed by the India or the Colonial Office at Home (see the printed memoran- 
dum enclosed herewith). Each application so made is considered by the Senate on its merits, 
and though no doubt in disposing of separate applications, the Senate is guided by previous 
usage, there is no general rule or custom of the University on the subject. 


I think, under the circumstances, it is important that this should be clearly stated, 
as it shows that no application for the establishment of an examination in India would be — 
entertained unless it came from the Government of India, and was forwarded through the. 
Secretary of State, and that it rests entirely with the Government of India to make or - 
decline to make such application, according as it may think fit. on 


The appointment of centres for the Matriculation Examination in India on the appli- ~ 
cation of the Gilchrist Trustees, was, I may remind your Lordshfp, made by the Senate 
expressly upon the condition that the Secretary of State for India should prove willing to 
undertake the transmission of the examination papers and the conduct of the examination, 


Examinations in the Colonies for Matriculation and for the Degrees of B.A. and LL.B. 


These examinations are appointed by the Senate, from time to time, upon the appli- 
cation of the Governor of any colony desiring that one or more places in the colony may 
be named as a colonial centre for one or more examinations. Every such application must 
be forwarded to the Senate through the Colonial Office at Home. 


The examinations are conducted in every respect in the same way as the examinations 
carried on at the University ; and the following conditions and regulations must be strictly . 
observed :—* 


(1) The examinations shall be conducted under the superintendence of a respon- 
sible Sub-Examiner, who shall be Seoningtadl = by the Governor of the 
colony, and who shall be altogether independent of the authorities of any 
college or institution at which the examination may be held. ae 


(2) The examination papers for each examination shall be sent out through the 
Colonial Office, addressed to the Governor of the colony, and shall be 
delivered unopened to the Sub-Examiner. 


(8) The examination shall be held simultaneously with the corresponding examina- 
tion in London, or, in the event of accident or delay, as soon as possible 
after the arrival of the mail by which the papers are transmitted; and 
immediately on its conclusion the Sub-Examiner shall place the answers of — 
the candidates in the custody of the Governor of the colony, to be by him 
transmitted under seal by the next mail through the Colonial Office to the 
Registrar of the University.
